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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a network having an application server that 
communicates with a client and a presence server that receives 
application presence data associated with the client from the application 
server, classified in class 709, subclass 203. 

II. Claims 7-1 1 , drawn to an application server having a processor that 
executes an application and a memory that receives user presence data 
associated with usage of the application by a user, classified in class 709, 
subclass 202. 

III. Claims 12-14, drawn to a messaging system having a messaging 
application server that provides user presence data to a predetermined set 
of users, classified in class 709, subclass 206. 

IV. Claims 15 and 16, drawn to a network gateway that receives a message 
for delivery to a recipient and delivers a user presence query, classified in 
class 709, subclass 249. 

V. Claims 17-25, drawn to a messaging method, classified in class 709, 
subclass 206. 

VI. Claims 26 and 27, drawn to a method for determining presence 
information for an application associated with a mobile network system 
that includes determining the expiration of a time period and determining 
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the status of a mobile station therefrom, classified in class 455, subclass 
466. 

VII. Claims 28-30, drawn to a communication system that includes an 

application server that provides a selected application to a client and an 
activity repository that retains a user activity status associated with 
interaction of the client with the application, classified in class 709, 
subclass 203. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions l-VII are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 

single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown 
to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention VII has separate utility such as 
for monitoring user activity at an entity's website.
